tims to the wrath of the whites are 
Edward 
Goodwin, 
Dan 
King, Joe 


Jones, Ben .7cr.es, Moses" Jones and 
still another whose name could not be 
obtained. The last three named were 
brothers and were intimate with the 
assassin of Stockton, and it was dis- 
covered that they 
were 
leading a 


scheme to avenge Duckett's death. 


The affair comes directly from the 


assassination of the planter, .lames A 
Stockton, by the negro. General Duck- 
ctt.-on last Friday, Duckett having 
been subsequently lynched in retribu- 
tion of the crime. 


Little River county is in the ex- 


treme southwest corner of the state, 
bordered on the west by the Indian 
Territory and on the south by Texas. 
The negro population is large and has 
for a long time proved very trouble- 
some to the whites. 
Frequent mur- 


ders have occurred and fights have be- 
come common affairs. 


It was not until Tuesday that the 


trouble took on a very serious aspect. 
It then developed that carefully laid 
plans had been made by a number of 
negroes to precipitate a race war and 
that many white men had been marked 
for victims. 
It is learned that 23 


negroes were implicated in this plot 
and the whites 
are now 
bent on 


meting out summary punishment to 
the entire corterie 
or conspirators. 


Seven have been killed and the work 
of wiping out the entire list continues 
without relaxation of determination. 


All implicated in the plot are known 


and small parties of white men vary- 
ing In number from 25 to 50 are scour- 
Ing the country for them. 
Whenever 


one Is found he is quickly strung up, 
his body perforated with leaden mis- 
siles to make sure of their work and 
the mob hastens on in quest of Its 
next victim.

An Excellent Lecture on Spiritualism 


Delivered at the German Metho- 


dist Church Last Night. 


The last of .the lectures in the 


course given by the Epworth league 
of the German M E church took 
place Jast night at that church and 
was quite well attended. 
Rev. J. 


Horst, presiding elder of the district, 
spoke on the sujbeet of "Spooks of 
Spiritualism.1 He said'among other 
things that spiritualism is, as far as 
the essentials are concerned, was very 
old. The name only is modern. There 
are today very few phenomena in 
spritualistic circles that have not 
been observed and reported hundreds 
and thousands of years ago. From 
the earliest times we find necro- 
mancers, persons wbo pretend to con- 
jure and commune with the spirits 
or the departed. 
Sorcerers, persons 


who mesmerized or hypnotized their 
subjects, soothsayers, or persons wbo 
pretended to foretell future events, 
jugglers, or persons who, by sleight- 
of-hand trickery deceived the people, 
astrologers or persons who pretended 
to predict events and to foretell the 
destiny of individuals by the aspect 
of the stars. 
Indeed we find the en- 


tire spookery of moving tables, etc., 
among the Brahmins of India, before 
Chirst. In the first century of the 
Christian era we find the most re- 
markable narration in the writings 
of Pagan and Christian historians of 
the doings of the Eastern sorcerers 
and Jewish exorcists, who had spread 
themselves throughout the Roman 
empire. Among these Simon Ma- 
gus, mentioned in the Acts of the 
Apostles, was one of the most con- 
spicuous. Eeaders^of the bible will 
remember that it was he who offered 
Peter money for the miraculous gift 
of bestowing the Holy Spirit by the 
laying on of hands. It 
is reported 


that he gained so great a reputation 
for his magic arts as to . have been 
summoned to Borne by Nerc to. ex- 
hibit them before him. 
He stood so 


high in Borne with the senate and 
the people that be was even adored 
as a god. A statue was raised to him 
in the island cf the Tiber, = with the 
inscription "Simoni Dio Soncto." 


Several of the 
early" Christian 


fathers fully admit the reality 'of 
the miraculous powers of Simon, as 
shown in bis making statues walk at 


August 31st, 1888 to the; effect that 
the manifestations produced, by her 
and her sister were by trick and de- 
vice. The sisters later showed to 
public assemblages how their spirit 
rapping were produced by their toes. 
Spiritualism received a black eye in 
1887, at the hands of the Ltyert com- 
mission, who pronounced the slate 
writing a case of very humble leger- 
demain. 


It will ser.ve to reveal to many who 


are wavering on the oders of spirit- 
ualism the' utter wickedness aud 
fraud of, the system. Competent men 
who began to investigate, hoping to 
find it true, found fraud, imposture 
and wickedness. 


Some of the phenomena of spirit- 


ualism are without dcubt identical 
with the mysticalj phenomena of 
psychical, or soul life.

visions, 
clairvoyance 
and 


psychic force play undoubtedly more
